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Hill Sparkman Hail Restoration 


Of Farm Fund 


Legislature Cuts 
Half Governor's 
Emergency Fund 


Gov. Folsom’s request for 4 
$200,000 emergency fund was 
sliced in half by the House 
members. Also abolished was a 
fund voted to recent governors 
allowing them to spend two per 
cent of monies coming into the 
general fund for emergencies. 

It was from this fund that 
former Goy. Chauncey Sparks 
allotted $500,000 to state col- 
leges to cope with veterans em- 
ergency schooling. 

During debate on the floor, 
Earl McGowin of Butler stated 
that unless this two per cent 
measure was removed, it would 
allow the governor unrestricted 
control of approximately $1,000, 
000 for emergency spending and 
that he didn’t think the legis- 
lature wanted to grant any 
governor that much money with 
out the proper restrictions. 


Hawaii On Verge 
OF BECOMING 


ASth State 


For almost a half century the 
half million people of Hawaii 
have dreamed and pleaded for 
admission to statehood. Now at 
last, it looks as though they 
might get their wish. 

Recently, the house of repre- 
sentatives stamped its approval 
on a bill to recognize Hawaii as 
the forty-ninth state. The pro- 
posal is now awaiting senate 
consideration. 

The cry for statehood was 
raised almost as soon as_ the 
United States assumed control, 
in 1900. During the war many 
Hawaiians fought and worked 
for allied victory, and on the 
strength of their efforts great 
impetus was accorded the move- 
ment toward statehood. 

Last year a group of congress- 
men visited the land of leis and 
hula girls. They returned with 
the same sort of glowing ac- 
counts as have been brought 
back by thousands of tourists. 
Only their reports were girded 
with more statistics about com- 
mercial enterprises and possibi- 
lities. _ 

The territory is important ag- 
riculturally, they found, It pro- 
duces 90 per cent of the world’s 
supply of pineapples and much 
sugar. 

As a tourist mecca and vaca- 
tion land it is rated close to the 
top. The temperature is not tor- 
rid, as commonly supposed, but 
hovers usually around 70 de- 
grees. The climate, sports and 
legendary nature of the island 
have attracted tourists in such 
great numbers that dozens of 
swank hotels have been estab- 
lished to accomodate them.

In Senate 


Senate Moves To 
Restore Funds 
Cut by House 


Senators Lister Hill and John 
Sparkman of Aabama hailed the 
action of the Senate in restor- 
ing funds in agricultural appro- 
priations bill as evidence that 
the importance of soil and agri- 
cultural conservation, REA and 
other vital farm programs is re- 
cognized. 

Hill and Sparkman expressed 
the hope that the House of Re- 
presentatives would agree to the 
funds restored by the Senate. 
Previously the House had made 
drastic cuts in the agricultural 
appropriations which would 
have eliminated or seriously 
curtailed government farm pro- 
grams in Alabama and the na- 
tion. Hill and Sparkman vigor- 
ously opposed the cuts and 
worked actively with members 
of the committee and of the 
Senate to have the cuts restor- 


ed. 


The Senate restoring the fund 
requested as a minimum for 
carrying on the various agricul- 
tural programs, provided: 

1. $300,000,000 to meet com- 
mitments to farmers who plan- 
ned their agricultural conserva- 
tion practices last fall and are 
now carrying them out. 

2. Restored $25,000,000 which 
had been cut by the House from 
the $250,000,000 appropriations 
for REA. 

3. Restored the full $75,000,000 
for the school lunch program. 

4, Provided $48,000,000 for use 
in dealing with crop surpluses 
and for stimulating exports. 

5. Restored $20,000,000 for 
loans under the Bankhead Farm 
Tenant Purchase Act. 

6. Provided $5,000,000 for the 
crop insurance program and for 
establishment of a new experi- 
mental program now being pre- 
pared. 


The Senate recognizes the im-| 


portance of this work with the 
nation’s farmers and is seeking 
to correct the irresponsible cuts 
imposed by the House, which 
would practically have wrecked 
the national agricultural pro- 
grams, Hill and Sparkman said 
in a joint statement. 

These programs are necessary 
to adequate farm production 
and to the income and wefare 
of our farm people. Our domes- 
tic prosperity and the building 
of world peace hinge on enabl- 
ing the American farmer to 
meet the tremendous world- 
wide demand for food and agri- 
cultural products, they further 
stated.

ALABAMA LEADS 
25 STATES IN MEAT 
PRODUCTION 


Alabama led 25 other states 
in meat production last‘ year, 
according to a statement just 
issued by the National Live- 
stock and Meat Board, Proof of 
the outstanding role of Alabama 
as a livestock and meat state is 
also revealed by figures show- 
ing that the cash incomes re- 
ceived from meat animals by 
its farmers and ranchers in 1946 
totaled $52,128,000. Of this total 
$29,742,000 .was received from 
cattle sales, $22,314,000 from the 
sale of hogs and $72,000 from 
the sale of sheep and lambs. 

Calling attention to the na- 
tional livestock and meat pic- 
ture, the Board asserts that 1946 
was the fifth consecutive year 
in which meat production ex- 
ceeded 20 billion pounds, the 
meat output for the year reach- 
ing 22 billion, 961 million pounds 
To produce this meat supply 
131,050,000 cattle, hogs and 
sheep were marketed and pro- 
cessed. 

Meat consumption in the U. 
S. is on the increase, the Board 
points out. Civilian consump- 
tion of meat in 1946 reached an 
jall-time high with a total of 21 
billion, 234 million pounds—or 
an average of 60 million pounds 
per day. 

Showing further the upward 
|trend in the use of meat on 
America’s tables is the fact that 
ithe per captia consumption of 
\this food product last year was 
152.9 pounds—27 pounds more 
per person than was consumed 
annually in the pre-war period 
of 1935-39. 


Mexico Buys 
Ships From Mobile 
Ship Yards 


Mobile — Paterson Manufac- 
turing Company of Mobile has 
delivered the first of 18 shrimp 
boats to a firm in Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. A crew of fishermen 
from Bayou La Batre made the 
five day, 1,500 mile cruise and 
delivered the boat to the purch- 
aser in Vera Cruz. 

The boats are 65 feet long, 
and have a cargo transporting 
capacity of 250 barrels of 
shrimp or other fish products. 

Various Mobile manufactur- 
ing concerns are fast at work 
toward building up a steady and 
expansive trade market with 
Mexico, as well as with other 
Latin American countries. 


The ship Africaine arrived at 
Mobile in March 1721 with 120 
negroes. This was the first in- 
troduction of Africain slavery 
into the Louisiana colony. The 
price of each slave was $176.

YOUNG WOMEN 
NEEDED TO TRAIN 
AS NURSES 


Unusual opportunities now 
exist in Alabama for young wo- 
men to begin training for an 
attractive profession, with 
schools of nursing in this state) 
having immediate need for 322 
additional student nurses, Wm. 
L. Walker, manager of the En- 
terprise ofice of the Alabama 
State Employment Service, said 
today. 

This information was develop- 
ed from a survey of 13 schools 
of nursing in eight cities, Mr. 
Walker stated. 

The courses in student nurs- 
ing are open to high school 
graduates between 17 and one- 
half years to 35 years of age. 
Scholarships are available to 
persons with good school re- 
cords and character background 
who are unable to finance all 
or part of the expense involved 
in the three- year nurses’ train- 
ing course. 

The employment office man- 
ager’ pointed out that the de- 
mand for nurses is not readily

Monday 


Hopes for the completion of 
the new school building were 
raised to a high level Tuesday 
night when the County Board 
of Education met with the city 
council.

Faded Red Suns Are 
Found by Sky Gazers 


44,076 Are Classified After a | 
16-Year Study. 


EVANSTON, ILL.—Concluding a 
16-year study, Northwestern univer- 
sity astronomers reported that they 
have classified 44,076 faint red 
stars, or faded suns, which have 
radiated away tremendous quanti- 
ties of energy and thus have lost 
luminosity. 

Dr. Oliver J. Lee, director of 
Northwestern university’s Dear- 
born observatory, said the survey 
was the most complete ever made 
of the faint red stars. Dr. Lee and 
his associates covered 54 per cent 
of the northern heavens, from 4.5 
degrees below the equator to the 
north pole. 

The astronomers used a powerful 
prismatic camera on 10%4-inch aper- 
ture, mounted on the 18-inch 
Dearborn telescope. They made two 
hour exposures on panchromatic, or 
red sensitive plates, photographing 
317 separate areas of the heavens. 

Another series of 317 plates was 
made after removal of the prism. 
These were used to measure the 
brightness of the stars. 

Of the 44,076 faint red stars clas- 
sified by the astronomers, 2,894 be- 
long in what are called the ad- 
vanced titanium oxide classes. Of 
these, 1,684 have apparent magni- 
tudes brighter than 10, and only 
1,210 are of magnitude 10 or fainter. 

Sixth magnitude stars are the 
faintest which may be seen with the 
naked eye, and tenth magnitude bod- 
ies are 40 times fainter than those 
of the sixth magnitude, 

“On the basis of our material,”’ 
Dr. Lee said, ‘‘we conclude either 
that the titanium oxide molecule ts 
especially abundant in our part of 
the Milky Way, or that man has ap- 
peared on the cosmic scene in an 
area when many stars in his vicin- 
ity are going through their titanium 
oxide stage.”

— War veter- 
ans and their families now make 
up one-third of the population 
and within five years they will 
account for 43 per cent, Veter- 
ans’ administration estimated. 

Thereafter, unless new wars 
change the rate, the veteran- 
family population will level off 
and then gradually decline. 

Veterans’ administration com- 
puted the January 1, 1947, vet- 
eran-family population at 46,000,- 
000, 32 per cent of the nation’s 
total, It forecast for January 1, 
1952, 62,300,000, or 43 per cent, 
and for January 1, 1957, 62,500, - 
000, or 41 per cent.

UMAN suffering—what a prob- 
jem it ig to all of us, in greater 

or smaller measure. From the bro- 
ken heart of men and women comes 
the question Why?" 

We cannot always answer, nor do 
we fully know the meaning and pur- 
pose, We must often simply put our- 
selves and our loved ones into the 
hands of God, trusting him to bring 
us into assurance and victory. 

There are some things we can 
Itnow, and they are most helpful. 
The book of Job reveals much con- 
cerning the background of suffering 
and its uses and advantages. It is 
not all loss and pain. God does not 
forget his people in their hour of 
trial. 

Job had suffered the loss of prop- 
erty, family, and was now person- 
ally afflicted by sickness of his 
body. His friends who came to com- 
fort him had added to his troubles 
by their pious platitudes about suf- 
fering being the result of sin (cf. 
John 9:3), and so on, 

There was enough truth In what 
they said to make it hurt, and so we 
are doubly glad we are given a look 
behind the scenes. We learn that 
this was not a struggle between God 
and Job, nor even between Satan 


; and Job. We see 


I, The Battle Between God and 
Satan (Job 1:8). 


READ the entire story here and 
you will see that Satan, when 
faced by God with the godly ex- 
ample of Job's life, threw down a 
challenge. He declared that the only 
reason Job loved God was because 
he received so much good out of it, 
because God protected him. 


The Issue was clearly drawn; 
the question was whether God 
was able to keep a man in the 
midst of trial and suffering. Was 
His grace sufficient for the dark 
hours of life as well as the happy 
and bright ones? 


Having stripped Job of all his pos- 
sessions, and left him childless and 
heart broken, Satan had to admit 
failure up to that point. But he 
sneeringly slandered both Job and 
God by saying that Job was not con- 
cerned about these other things so 
long as his own body was unharmed 
(2:4, 5). 

So the Lord permitted him to 
afflict Job’s body, and we see the 
conflict raging in 


II, The Battleground—the Life of 
Job (2:7-10; 19:7-10). 
HE mystery of God’s permis- 
sive will enters into the pic- 
ture here, and we learn too that 
Satan, while a mighty being, has 
limits to his power. God may give 
him liberty to test his people, but 
it is never with the thought that 
they will fall; rather to prove that 
they can stand true come what 
may. 


Was any mortal ever more af- 
flicted than Job? We find him finally 
an outcast, sitting on an ash heap, 
scraping the awful sores upon his 
poor body, 

Job did have his times of ques- 
tioning and doubt (19:7-10). He felt 
at times that God had forsaken him. 
He misunderstood the providences 
of God. But through it all he held on 
to his faith in God. He could do 
without his possessions (1:21). God 
could even take his life and he 
would say, ‘‘Though he slay me, yet 
will I trust him.’’ He saw beyond 
the grave, for he knew that if his 
body were destroyed he would still 
see his Redeemer, 

What more sublime expression of 
faith could a man make than to say 
in his hour of seeming despair, ‘‘I 
know that my Redeemer liveth.”’ 

How did it all come out in the 
end? That is our last point. 


I, The Outcome—Victory for 
God in Job (42;1-5; James 5:11). 

OB had to come to the end of 

himself. Judging himself to be 
unworthy (42:6), he repented of all 
his own self-righteousness and cast 
himself upon the mercy of God. God 
then vindicated him and restored 
him to a place of blessing and use- 
fulness. 


The answer then to our problem 
is this—God is able to keep to the 
uttermost those who put their 
trust in him (Heb. 7:25) through 
the grace he gives. Suffering may 
be in his permissive will for our 
own self-judgment and growth in 
grace, But back of it all is the 
assurance that God knows about 
it, he has not turned away; that 
in due season, if we faint not, we 
shall see victory. 


Ultimately, the question 
whether we can stand or not, but 
whether God is able to keep us in 
the midst of the onslaught of the 
world, the flesh and the devil,

Passes Halfway Mark 


127 Bills Are 
Approved As 
New Laws 


Montgomery — The Alabama 
legislature passed the half-way 
post of the current legislature 
session last week, and the code 
of Alabama has been enhanced 
by 127 new laws, 

A total of 1003 bills have been 
introduced, 687 in the House 
and 316 in the Senate, Already 
passed are 159 bills but 32 are 
yet to be signed by the gover- 
nor, One bill was vetoed by 
Folsom after he found it was 
unconstitutional. 

A lot of peppery argument 
was heard in the House and 
Senate during the week, with 
the fire focused upon a new poll 
tax bill and rebate of gasoline 
revenue collected from tractors, 

But the House constitution 
and elections committee put a 
quick quietus on the proposed 
poll tax bill which would limit 
back payment of poll taxes to 
two years. They recommended 
it be postponed until the day be- 
fore the legislature adjourns, 
thereby killing any possible ac- 
tion that might be suggested, as 
it would be impossible to get a 
bill approved by both chambers 
in one day. 

While it did not stir up fist 
fights as in the 1945 legislature, 
the rebate on the tractor gaso- 
line controversy created heated 
argument in the senate, After 
an entire day of beating down 
amendment after amendment, 
the senators long after dark, 
finally passed the bill and sent 
it to the house, 

It provided for tractor own- 
ers to be issued permits which 
will show the amount of gaso- 
line the holder is entitled to 
draw rebate on. These refund 
claims must be filed with the 
revenue department within six 
months after the purchase has 
been transacted. 

So in a neat little bundle, with 
an approving vote of 25 to 6 
stamped upon it, the senate 
sent the explosive tractor bill to 
the house where it is bound to 
set off a rip-roaring feud during 
the coming week. 

Sen. Allen, of Etowah, told 
the senators that any bill whose 
chief purpose is to create re- 
venue, or to increase or decrease 
revenue, must originate in the 
house of representatives, as re- 
quired by Section 70 of the Con- 
stitution.

Termination 
Dates Set For 
GI Benefits 


Men Who Enlist 
After July 25 
Get No Benefits 


President Truman signed the 
Wiley Resolution last Friday 
‘terminating’ the war as far as 
certain GI benefits are con- 
cerned, effective as of July 25, 
1947, or date of discharge, 
whichever is later, This resolu- 
tion effects in whole or in part 
193 war-time laws, fixing the 
deadline of benefits of the most 
commonly known of them as 
follows: 


Education and Training 
Rights—to be started not later 
than July 25, 1951 and be com- 
pleted not later than July 25, 
1960. 

GI Loans—Guaranteed by the 
government if obtained on or 
before July 25, 1957. 

Readjustment Allowances, en- 
cluding 52-20 »ay—must be ap- 
plied for before July 25, 1949 
and completed before July 25, 
1952. 

Accrual of GI Benefits—ends 
immediately for all persons in 
the Armed Forces except those 
who enlisted prior to October 6, 
1946. Those enlisting after July 
25, 1947, get no GI benefits. 

The much discussed plan to 
increase subsistence allowances 
of Vet students and to raise 
combined subsistence and earn- 
ings has not been and may not 
be passed.
